A CONDEMNED 
M U R D E R E R 


Makes a Violent Attempt to Com- 
mit Suicide in His Cell. 


WOODSTOCK, 
111., 
July 
16.—Jim 
Dacey, the murderer of Alderman Gay- 
nor, who is to be hanged to-day, made a 
desperate attempt at suicide yesterday. 
He had a pair of large spears hidden in 
the mattress of his bed and getting them 
out he attempted to stab himself. 
He 
was so violent that a hose had to be 
turned on him before he could be over- 
powered. After this Dacey broke one of 
the bed slats and tried to brain Deputy 
Harper, of Chicago. 
The prisoner was 
exceedingly violent during the night. 
He drove the priests from his cell and 
spent his time in giving vent to the vilest 
imprecation. 
An extra guard watched 
him all night. 


Dacey was hanged here at 12:35 to- 
day. 
He made no speec h and was mod- 
erately composed, though during the 
mormng he screamed almost continually 
and had to have his limbs bound to pre- 
vent him from making an assault upon 
his attendants. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


LONDON, July 16.—The Times- argues 
that there is a similar lack of personal 
interest among the conservative leaders 
and that this necessitates a conservative- 
liberal-unionist coalition.

ember will rise up en masse and hurl 
these tax robbers from the court house.

One of the startling transactions af- 
fecting the taxpayers of this county is 
the scandalous and flagrant violations of 
their official oath by the assessors of this 
county outside of 
Wayne township. 
When an assessor takes an oath to faith- 
fully do his duty and assesses Frank 
Gladieux's $20,000 farm at only $2,500, 
the prosecuting attorney should lose no 
time in calling the attention of the grand 
jury to that man with reference to the 
violation of ofl&cial oaths. All through 
the county, farms that sell for $8,000 and 
8 1 0 . 0 0 0 , are assessed at from $1,500 to 
I?2,.'500. 
This style of assessment is so 
manifestly unjust that if the board of 
equalization does not remedy it the en- 
tire assessment will be enjoined in the 
courts and a new valuation of real estate 
made throughout the city. 
There is a 
way to get low taxes in Allen county, 
but this is not one of them.

The county board of equalization is 
now in session for the ostensible pur- 
pose of equalizing the assesments of the 
respective assessors of the 
different 
townships. 


The returns show that city property 
is assessed a great amount in excess of 
the values fixed upon farm lands, and 
unless the present board grant a just 
equalizition of the returns the city will 
continue for six years to pay an unjust 
and unfair proportion of the tax. 


The duty of the board is plain and it 
remiiins to be seen whether it will do 
right or not 
The statutes afford a 
remedy. The board have the power to 
considc^r lots and farm lands as classes, 
and to raise and lower the assessment as 
between the different classes. 


The board consists of the county com- 
missioners and four gentlemen appointed 
by the judge of the circuit court, nama- 
ly, Lewis Maples, Milo Beard, Theron 
Andrews and James Fleming. 
If these 
seven do the right thing a reduction of 
33 per cent, on city lots will be made, 
otherwise our citizens will have to seek 
tboir remedy elsewhere. 


This ia a pitiful predicament for a 
newspaper—a public instructor to be 
placed in. First the board is condemned 
if it doesn't and then it is cursed if it 
does. What is a public officer to do in 
the face of such unfair public censure? 
What a total disregard for fairness it is, 
and what a sorry picture it is to present 
to fair minded people who regard truth 
as a sacred principle and yet this ia mod- 
ern journalism—the pride of the nations 
and a sample of the sort of treatment lia- 
ble to come home to any one.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Quite a sensa- 
tion was caused in the house to-day by 
a personal encounter between Bepresen- 
tativeB Cobb, of Indians, and Laird, of 
Nebraska, growing out of the charges 
by the former on the floor of the house 
to the effect that the Nebraska member 
was concerned in a land ring. 
Repre- 
sentative Payson, of Illinois, a member 
of the public lands committee was t 
plaining to Representative Gilfilan, the 
effect of certain senate amendments to 
the bill intended to protect the rights of 
homestead settlers when Representative 
Laird leaped from his 
seat toward 
the party and asked: 
"Why do not you 
fellows," referring to the public lands 
committee, "do something to break up 
land rings in tHe south, instead of raid- 
ing upon the north ?" 
Payson replied 
that that w as what the committee was 
ende avoring to do. 
Mr. Cobb A d er- 
took to defend the committee of which 
he was chairman, and an angry passage 
occurred between he and Laird which 
ended by the latter gentleman calling 
the former a liar 


Witnesses said that Oobb declared 
J jaird did not dare come out and repeat 
the language. 
Laird is said to have re- 
plied that the gentleman could ^not get 
out soon enough for him. 
With this 
tbe pair started through the lobby into 
the baaement. 
Payson followed, caught 
Cobb and was bringing him back when 
Laird and Cobb broke into a fresh 
quarrel. 


Mr. Laird angrily declared that he, 
(Oobb) was a—liar. 
Mr. Cobb rejoined 
that Laird was a—perjurer. 


Mr. Laird struck him a heavy blow on 
the mouth and nose. 
A stream of blood 
trickled down Mr. Cobb's face and he 
was thrown backward against the door- 
way. 
A crowd collected, interposed and 
the combatants were separated.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The contro- 
versey between Congressmen Glover and 
Lowry over the Lancaster resolution oc- 
cupied the attention of the house for a 
half hour yesterday morning, and gave 
both gentlemen an opportunity to work 
off a little bile. 
The revival of the con- 
troversy was over a misprint in the 
congressional record yesterday morning 
oft the report on the Glover-Lancaster 
resolution.

Glover on Monday, directing the inves- 
tigation by the Lowry committee of the 
Lancaster fraud. 


Judge Lowry has heretofore had a 
personal controversy with Glover on the 
floor of the house.

When 
tbe resolution was called this morning, 
Mr, Lowry said that since offering the 
resolution he had examined the question 
and found that it was probably the re- 
sult of a mistake at the government 
printiiig office.

Lancaster case, he inserted this where 
the official reporter had marked the in- 
sertion of the report.

a flitch of bacon because they would 
never get their deserts until they were 
hung.

Col. Corkhill was born in Harrison county, 
Ohio, forty-eight years ago. 
His father was 
a Methodist preacher, and Gteorge was like 
so many other clergyman's sons—bright and 
pushing, but poor. While he was yet a small 
boy his family removed to Iowa. The youth 
was graduated at the age of 21 from the 
Wesleyan university of Mount Pieasant, la. 
Thence he entered the law school at Har- 
vard. His blood, however, was too ardently 
patriotic to calmly sit and read law while 
the war drum was sounding in his country. 
He threw down his books and hastened back 
home to Iowa. 
There he organized a com- 
pany of volunteers and hastened to the seat 
of war. 


President Hayes appointed him prosecut- 
ing attorney of the District of Columbia. 
He continued to hold this office till the be- 
ginning of President Arthur's term. 
Then 
he opened a law office in Washington. 
The 
name he won during the Guiteau trial easily 
built up a good business for him. 


He left Washington in usual health and 
in the best of spirits on Thursday, and on 
Tuesday he was lying dead out in Iowa. 


GEN. 
JAMES A. 
BEAVER

GEN. JAMES A. BEAVER. 
Upon the breaking out of the war Beaver 
entered the service as captain of Company 
H, Si'cond 
Pennsylvania 
infantry, and 
served during the three months' campaign. 
He entered the three years' service as lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Forty-fifth Pennsylvania 
infantry. 
He resigned his command on 
Sept. 4, 1862, to take command of the One 
Hundred and Forty-eighth regiment, re- 
cruited in Center county. 
He was shot 
through the body at Chancellorsville, and 
bis wound was supposed to be fatal, but ho 
was gent to Harrisburg and recovered. 
Be- 
fore rejoinini; his regiment he organized and 
sent to the field the emergency men from 
Camp Curtin who participated in the battle 
of (Gettysburg. 
He distinguished himself at 
Auburn Hill and Bristow Station. 
At Cold 
Harbor he was wounded in the hip, and pro- 
moted to the command ef his brigade. 
At 
Petersburg;, while rallying his forces, he 
was struck in the side by a piece of shell, 
and thus received a severe woimd. 
He then 
came north and remained imtil tbe battle of 
Beams' Station, on the Wilmington and 
Weldon railroad, on Aug. 34, 1864, in which 
he lost a leg. 
This loss obliged him to retire 
from the service, and he returned to Belle- 
fonte and resumed the practice of law, began 
before the war. 
In 1865 he married the 
daughter of his law preceptor and partner. 
In 1^2 he was defeated for the office for 
which he is again m candidate.

said: W e saw sol- 
diers early in the morning 
crossing

divide. 
When Reno and Custer separated 
we watched them until they came down into 
the valley. 
The cry was raised that the 
white soldiers were coming, and orders were 
given for the village to move. 
Reno swept 
down so rapidly upon the upper end that 
the Indians were forced to 
fight.

Bull and I were a t the point where Reno at- 
tacked. 
Sitting Bull was the big medicine 
man. The women and children were hastily 
moved down the stream where the Cheyennes 
were encamped. 
The Sioux attacked Reno 
and the Cheyennes Custer, and then all be-

When Reno made his at- 
tack at the upper end he killed 
my 
two 
squaws and three children, which made m y 
heart bad. 
I then 
fought 
with 
hatchet 
(meaniag that he mutilated the soldiers.) 


From other portions of 
his graphic de- 
scription of the fight one of the chiet causes 
of Custer's disaster is determined. 
He says 
that some of the horses stood on their heads 
from fright at the Indians yelling and shak- 
ing vari-colored blankets at them. 
The sol- 
diers then abandoned their horses to fight on 
foot, leaving the horses in charge of a few 
men. 
These were soon dispatched by 
the 
Indians, and the already frightened horses 
stampeded, ciirrying in their saddles the re- 
serve ammunition on which the soldiers de- 
pended. 
The wiley redmen knew all this, 
and drew the fire f r o m the white soMier un- 
til his ammunition was exhausted, 
when 
they closed right in and killed them with 
hatchets. 
This account of the disaster is 
born out by the known fact that most of the 
Seventh cavalry had, just previous to the 
battle, been remounted on fiery young Ken- 
tucky horses, untrained to the yells and ex- 
citement of ¿idian 
fighting. 


Gall, however, pays a high tribute to the 
bravery of 
Custer's command. 
"The 
In- 
dians," he said, "were in couple-: behind and 
in front of Custer as he moved up the ridge, 
and were as many as the grass on the plains. 
The first two companies (Keogh's and 
Cal- 
tioun's) dismounted 
and fought on 
foot. 
They never broke, but retired step by step 
o n ^ forced back to the ridge, upon which 
all iSnally died. 
They were shot down in 
line where they stood. ^ Keogh's company 
rallied and were all killed in a bunch. 
(This 
statement seems borne out by the facts, as 
thirty-eight bodies of Keogh's troopers were 
found piled in a heap.) 


"The soldiers fought desperately and never 
surrendered. 
They fought standing along in 
line on the right. 
As fast as the men fell the 
horses were herded and driven toward the 
squaws and old men, wSio gathered them up. 
When Reno attempted to find Custer by 
throwing out a skirmish line, Custer and all 
who were with him were dead. 
When the 
skirmishers reached a high point overlooking 
Custer's field, the Indians were galloping 
around and over the wounded, dying and 
dead, popping bullets and arrows into them. 
Forty-three Indians were killed that 
day, 
but many 
more died subsequently 
f r o m 
wounds." 


Gall has with his own hand killed many 
soldiers and settlers in the twenty years that 
he was on the warpath prior to 1876. 
At 
one time a party of soldiers overtook him on 
the prairie, near Fort Sully, D. T. They shot 
him a half dozen times through the 
body, 
and to make sure that he was a dead Indian, 
they bayoneted him several times through 
the chest, but he lived to retaliate on the 
Little Big Horn battlefield. 


Gall is a magnificent specimen of 
Indian 
humanity. 
He is full six feet in height, 
with an immense chest and lithe, active 
body. 
He, like Sitting Bull and the major 
part of his tribe, are now sincere Christians, 
and that they are proud of their religion is 
evidenced by the cross which they 
wear. 
Though a born leader, Ghill has become one 
of the meekest of followers.

years before they were endeavoring to figbb 
one another to death.

the hatchet on the part of our soldiers and 
their savage antagonists on the recent oc- 
casion of the tenth anniversary of the Cus- 
tel" massacre. 


Tie great Sioux Chief Gall, irho com- 


manded 
the 
In- 


dians on that ter- 
rible day, wus in- 
vited by the few 
survivors of that 
fight and mtunhers 
.of the garrisons in 
th « 
neighboring 


posts to go over the 
field with them and 
describe the man 
nor in -which Ous- 
ter's command wan 
annihilated. With 
calm dignity _.ju 
emotion, aidod by 
an unerring mem-! 
ory, the bravo war- 
rior depicted the 
scene as if it were 
but yesterday. He 
said: We saw sol- 
diers early. in the morning crossing the 
divide. When Reno and Ouster separated 
we watched them until they came down into 
tb«. valley. The cry was raised that the 
white soldiers,wore coming, and ordnrs wore 
given for the village tn'move. Reno swept 
down so rapidly upon the njiper end that 
the Indians were forced to flght Bitting 
Bull and I were at tho point wliere Ileno at- 
tacked. Sitting Bull was the big medicine 
man. The women and children were hastily 
moveddown tho stream where tho Choyennes 
were encamped. The Sioux attacked Reno 
and thn- Choyonnes Ouster, and then all be- 
came mixed up. When Reno made his at- 
tack at the upper end ho killed my two 
squaws and thrfio children, which made my 
heart bad. 
I then fought with hatchet 


(moaning that he mutilated the soldiers.) 


• From other portions 
OL' his graphic de- 


scription of the fight one of tho chief causes 
of Cuslor's disaster Is determined. 
He suys 


that some of tho horses stood on their heads 
from fright at tho Indians yelling anrl sLak- 
ing vari-colored blankets at them. Tho sol- 
diers thon abandoned their horses to fight on 
foot, leaving tho horses in charge of a few 
men. Those were soon dispatched by the 
Indians, and the already frightened horses 
stampeded, carrying in their baddies the re- 
serve ammunition on which tho soldiers de- 
pended. 
Tho wiloy redmeu knew all this, 


and drew tho flro from the white soldier un- 
til his ammunition, was exhausted, 
when 


they closed right hi and killed them with 
hatchets. 
This account of the disaster is 


born out by tho known fact that most of the 
Seventh cavalry had, Jast previous to the 
battle, beer, remounted on fiery young Ken- 
tucky horses, untroinei to the yells nnd ei- 
citemnnt of Indian fighting. 


Gall, however, pays a high tribute to tho 


bravery of Ouster's command. 
"Tho In- 


dians," ho said, "wore in couple-: behind and 
In front of Ouster 03 he moved up the ridge, 
and wore as many ns the grass on the plains. 
The first two companies (Keogh's and Oal- 
h"onn'3) dismounted and fought on foot 
They never broke, but retired step by step 
until forced back to the ridge, upon which 
all finally died. They wore shot down in 
line where they stood. 
Kebgh's company 


rallied and were all killed in a bunch. - (This 
statement seems borne out by the facts, as 
thirty-eight bodies of Keogh'i troopers wore 
found piled in a heap.) • 


"Tho soldiers fought desperately aud never 


surrendered. They fought standing along in 
lino on tho right As.fast as the men fell tho 
horses wero herded and driven toward the 
squaws and old men, who gathered thent up 
When Reno attempted to find Ouster by 
throwing out a skirmish line, Ouster and all 
who were with-him woro dead. When the 
skirmishers reached a high point overlooking 
Ouster's fleld, tho Indians wore galloping 
aro- 
1 and over the wounded, dying and 


dead, popping bullets nnd arrows into them. 
Forty-three Indians wero killed that day, 
but many more died subsequently from 
wounds." 


Gall has with his own hand killed many 


soldiers and settlers in the twenty years that 
ho was on tho warpath prior to I87(>. 
At 


ono time a party of soldiers overtook him on 
tho prairie, near Fort Sully, D. T. Tlioy shot 
him a half dozen times through tho body, 
and to make sure that he was ade.ii! Indian 
they bayoneted him several times through 
the chest, but bo lived to retaliate on tho 
Little Big Horn battlefield. 


Gall Is a magnificent specimen of Indian 


humanity, lie is full six feet in height, 
with an immense chpst nnd lithe, activo 
body. He, liko Sitting Bull nnd the major 
part of bis tribe, aro nowsiucoro Christians, 
and that tlioy ore proud of their religion is 
evidenced by tho cross which they woarl 
Though a born loailor, Gall has become one 
of tho mackest of fsllow»n.
